Q. How come everyone else knows all the important dates and 
deadlines, and I always seem to find out at the last minute or when it is 
too late? 

A. Your calender lists many important dates in the first few pages. 
If you have an appointment or date book, you could aansfer all the 
relevant dates into the personal reminder system at the beginning of the 
year. For example. According to the calendar Nov. 5 is the last day to 
withdraw from Winter Session first-term courses and still receive a "W" 
on your academic record; after this date, a wididrawal is recorded as an 
"F'. Many important deadline dates are published in various university 
media e.g. posters. Lambda, closed circuit TV. When you learn of a date 
which is important to you be sure to write it down in your appointment 
book. 

Sometimes, it may be helpful to also give yourself an early 
warning date such as one week's notice if there are materials you must 
prepare. (You should also be using your datebook to note all the relevant 
due dates and exam dates for your courses but more on this later.) 

The university operates on the principle that it is your responsi- 
bility to keep track of important dates. It is a lot easier to do this if you 
are organized, thus I highly recommend an appointment book. There are 
date books which start in September and follow the school year (at least 
one of the student associations provides these at the beginning of the 
year), there are annual planners - you can get yours now for use starting 
in January 1994 or you can even use a regular calendar such as the ones 
provided by banks and other sources, so long as there is enough room for 
you to record information. Finally, if you think an important date may 
be coming up but you are not sure, or if you are interested in something 
specific, why not contact the department directly!

On October 29th there was 
another "protest" by the students of 
Laurentian University. This time it 
was to be a forum to discuss the issue 
of tuition increases. This time, the 
advertising was also done right, (thank 
you SGA) andpeopleactually showed 
up! There were about 100 to 150 
people crammed into the lounge area 
at the Student Centre. This was made 
up of both students and a surprisingly 
large number of faculty. Maybe peo- 
ple do care after all. 

There was a sad side, how- 
ever, in that some people complained 
that the choice of the Student Centre 
was not the best choice due to the 
limited seating. Quite a lot of people 
had to stand throughout the whole 
hour long event, and believe me, it 
gets to you. 

After long introductory state- 
ments where the problems of 24% 
student unemployment and profes- 
sors who merely read from text- 
books were highlighted, the meat of 
the presentations began. 

First up was Dr. Peter George, 
President of the Council of Ontario 
Universities and an economist by 
profession. He talked about the 
C.O.U,*sroleasalobbyiston the side 
of the students. He explained that 
government funding for universities 
in Ontario has dropped markedly in 
the last few years . It was down 6.4% 
in the '92 budget and is expected to 
drop a further 10.6% in 1993. This 
leads to a 36% increase in tuition. 

He further went on to blame 
candidates for saying one thing in 
public, and once they're in office, 
doing another thing altogether. 

Although George said he was 




on the side of the students, he seemed 
to have almost given up on the issue of 
tuition increases. He essentially 
shrugged them off by saying that 
OSAP should give out more money 
and increase accessibility. He also 
said that the "quality" of education 
should become better since he is "urg- 
ing the government to not take away 
more transfers and replace them with 



higher tuition," 

A student, under current esti- 
mates of $10 000/yr. (tuition, books, 
residence and spending money) for a 
four year program is already $40 000 
in debt by the ti me they graduate. 

Next up 
was Erne 

Onuoha, Presi- 
dent of the Ca- 



nadian Federation of 
Students, Ontario, of 
which all university 
students are members. 
Onuoha said that the 
government has to re- 
think its priorities. If 
Canada is to stay com- 
petitive we must have 
a well educated popu- 
lation and tuition in- 
creases just don ' I help 
in attracting people to 
university. Onuoha 
also delved into the 
history of the C.O.U., 
which started out as 
the Council of Presi- 
dents of Ontario Uni- 
versities (CPOU). It 
did, and docs not, rep- 
resent any of the other 
people at a university: 
the students, the fac- 
ulty and the staff. 
Onuoha said what we 
wanted him to say: no 
increases, better ac- 
cessibility and that we, 
as students, must send 
this message to 
Queen's Park and to 
Ottawa. 

Next was Dr. 
Ross Paul, President 
of Laurentian Univer- 
sity. He defended Dr. 
Peter George and the C.O.U. and did 
not say much else. There were sev- 
eral gaps and pauses in his presenta- 
tion.. He did make an interesting com- 
ment in that the government has a lot 
more than education to worry about. 



like health care, welfare and other 
social programs. Dr. Paul also tack- 
led the argument of accessibility by 
saying that it isn't only money that 
discourages people from attending 
university. The factors also include 
their background and their commu- 
nity environment In all. Dr. Paul's 
comments were a little confusing. He 
wants Canada's universities to be the 
best in the world, he just doesn't want 
tuition to be at a level where every- 
one can go to them. 

Finally, there was Dr. David 
Leadbeater, a professor of Econom- 
ics at L.U. He is against raising tui- 
tion and had a few interesting figures 
to presenu 

Basic tuition currently: $2300 with 
50% increase$3300 total cost of eight 
months of school $9200 
with 50% increase$10 200 Cost of 
four yrs. (living in residence)$40 800 

He also pointed out that re- 
payment of this massive financial 
burden is not helped by the fact that 
one in five university graduates ends 
up unemployed. In other words, no 
matter what happens, increased tui- 
tion will lead to increased debt for 
students. 

He raised the point that in 
1976, the United Nations declared 
that higher education should be made 
available to all. As a member nation 
of the UN, how can Canada increase 
tuition and reduce accessibility? Dr. 
Leadbeater also presented the idea 
that the political system in this coun- 
try is not based on justice but on 
power, and since we students have 
little political clout, we lose out in the 
end. The only way we can be heard is 
by drawing attention to ourselves.

A lonely child that is happy in 
her solitude needs a place to go, a 
place where she can meet herself and 
leam what it means to be authentic, a 
child, I began, as most children do, 
with my back yard. I would climb the 
rocks behind my house, a place that 
overlooked Regent street, to a special 
ledge where I could look down on the 
world but remain hidden from the 
eyes of others. In this place, or on the 
flat "sunning rock" that my grandfa- 
ther had moved into the yard before I 
was bom. or in the {clubhouse{. 
wh«*e the passing of the last glacier 
had left a natural slide, I would share 
my secrets with myself. In the fol- 
lowing years, I would bring my 
Friskey. or MJ with me, but there 
were always those secrets that were 
my own, that no one else could share, 
and those secrets needed a place as 
much as I did. My back yard was 
only the beginning. 

As soon as I could inspire enough 
trust in my parents, I would embark 
on "nature hikes", but the nature I 
sought would not be found in rough, 
red stoneorin sucking mud. It would 
not be found in the non-silence of 
small beasts and insects, in the 
scutting of birds in the birch tress, in 
the busy hum of growing things or in 
the clean smells of earth and sap and 
blueberry blossoms. These things 
were only the vehicle whereby I found 
my way to a different place. My 
secret place. 

My dog, Friskey, was a good 
companion. She would wait, some- 
times impatiently, while I day- 
dreamed and sung to myself, she 
would sit by my side, a warm pres- 
ence, shedding coarse white fur and 
softer black, groaning and wif fling in 
her mothering way when it was time 
to move on. 1 often think now, years 
after her death, that the dog-smell 
was a trigger that allowed me to ac- 
cess the dreaming world of the previ- 
ous night, when she lay curled in the 
crook of my knees. Eventually , 
though, she became too old to follow 
me over the rocks and through creeks, 
and 1 reluctantly left her behind in 



favour of other friends. 

MJ and I dubbed on place "Were- 
wolf Point" after we had seen the 
tracks of a fox or a small dog im- 
printed in the mud after the rain. 
Another place was "Lookout" be- 
cause it was the perfect place to keep 
watch on our changing world. The 
irrigation ditch at what was onceLaval 
Public School became "Nimi Creek" 
where we watched the caterpillars 
and the mosquitoes as we shared our 
important thoughts, our beliefs and 
our dreams. Once, we found a dead 
groundhog, dead long enough not to 
smell but not too long for the flies that 
circled drunkenly about the carcass. 
The matted fur gave the creature a 
profoundly sad appearance, and the 
two of us stood for a moment in 
silence to honour its passing. MJand 
I, the intrepid adventurers we were, 
explored east of the "School Way" 
that ran between Laval and the 
Lockerby Towers. We traced the 
branches of Lily Creek, following 
them to Lake Nepawin, Ramsey, 
Junction Creek and Kelley Lake. We 
contemplated the little waterfall at 
Waif ord road and the beavers. Garter 
snakes, painted turtles, muskrats. 
Mallards. Killdeer, Redwing Black- 
birds, rabbits and the occasional 
Canada Goose that we encountered, 
kept us occupied for years to come. 

The growing amount of pollu- 
tion began to trouble my firiend and I;

You Call That 
Harassment

Some people do and some people don't. But the law has 
made it very clear what constitutes harassment. The law? Yes. the 
law and it is the case law which has helped us as a society define 
what harassment is. The Human Rig hts Code defines harassment as 
"engaging in a course of vexatious 
comment or conduct that is known 
or ought reasonably or be unwel- 
come". But there is a difference be- 
tween people "just getting along" 
and harassment. Harassment is a kind 
of discrimination based on race, an- 
cestry, place of origin, colour ethnic 
origin,citizenship,creed, sex, sexual 
orientation, age, record of offences, 
marital status, family status or handi- 
cap. This is what the law says, but 
how does all of this translate into 
actual situations? 

The following is a list of ex- 
amples of behaviour which have been 
defined as harassment in court: 

- verbal abuse or threats 

- unwelcome remarks, jokes, innu- 
endos, or taunts about a person's 
body, race, attire, age, marital sta- 
tus, disability, etc. 

- displaying pornographic, or other 
offensive or derogatory pictures 

- unwelcome advances, invitations, 
requests (whether indirect or explicit) 
or intimidation 

- condescension or paternalism which 
undermines self-respect 

- unnecessary physical contact such 
as touching, patting, pinching, punch- 
ing 

- invasion of personal space, making 
contact unavoidable, etc. 
-repeated degrading remarks or 
physical contacts 

- threats of reprisal made by a person 
in a position of authority against a 
person who has rejected a sexual 
advance; And more. 

Ifanyofthese have happened 
to you, it is not your fault and you are 
not alone.

Simple Changes to Help Control Weight

Food ranks right up there with the 
great sensual pleasures of life. But. 
for those of us who are trying to 
control our weight, our relationship 
with food all too often is a love- hate 
one. Sometimes we feel like "we 
cant bve with it, but we cant live 
without It" The good news is that 
you can bve happily with your 
favorite foods and still control your 
weight by making simple changes in 
the way you think about eating in 
general. 

Why You Eat 

If we only ate when we were truly 
hungr>', chances are few of us would 
have weight problems. But we often 
cat when we're bored, frustrated, 
lonely, sad. and so on. We may also 
eat to be polite — we don't want to 
"offend" our hostess, our mother— 
whomever. VV'hen we regularly use 
food as a substitute "solution" for 
the real problem at hand, weight gam 
almost always foUows Begm changing 
your relaiKjnship with food by askmg 
yourself "Why do 1 want to eat? .\m 
1 really hungry ;•■■ Be honest with 
yourself, and if you're not really 
hungry, don i eat. 



How You Eat 

Are you a snacker? Do you munch 
while watchmg TV? Sample while 
you cook? If so, you may be taking in 
tar more calones than you realize. A 
cookie here and a bag of chips there 
can add up to excess weight One 
way to avoid "automatic" eating is to 
agree to eat only while seated at a 
dining uble — in your kitchen or 
dining room, or the lunchroom or 
cafetena. Youll eliminate unnecessary 
snacking and will probably only make 
the effort to eat when you're really 
hungry. 

What You Eat 

You may stiU have weight problems if 
you don't consider what you eat 
When choosmg food, remember that 
the mam reason we need to eat is to 
supply our bodies with fuel for 
energy. Sugary snacks and refined, 
processed foods, are generally low in 
nutrients, high m cak)nes. and £ail to 
satisfy hunger for a significant length 
of time. For weight control and 
health, select complex carbohydrates 
(fresh fruit vegetables, and whole 
grams) and low-fat foods such as lean 
meat, pouitrv* without skm. fish. 



dried beans and peas (legumes) and 
low- or non-fat dairy producu. 



How You Burn Calories 

Are you active? Do you exercise 
vigoroualy for at least 20 minutes 
three times a week? If so. you know 
the second half of the weight control 
story — bummg calones through 
activity. In addition to exercising 
regularly, you can bum excess 
calones by sneakmg m extra activity 
throughout your day— walking when 
possible, usmg the stairs instead of 
the elevator, and so on. Increasing 
your actrvity level increases the 
amount of cakines you bum. and is a 
cnticai pan of healthy weight control 

Weighing The BenefKs 

Once you ve made some simple 
changes tn your eatmg and exercise 
habits, you'll be on your way to 
becommg a trimmer, fitter, healthier 
you. By changing the way you thmk 
about eatmg, and by becommg more 
active throughout your day. you can 
help yourself lose weight and keep it 
off for good □
